A great part of the French troops near Mentz, march- 
ed through Frankfort onthe 3d of Sepuember to reinforce 
General Jourdan’s army, 

All the French troops oa the left bank of the Rhine, and 
the whole of the Army of the North, alfo marched on the 
4th September 50,000 of which were to increafe the be- 
freging army befoxe Mentz. 

Bythe arrival of the thip America, captam Ewing, at 
Philad: Iphia, in 27 dzys from Hamburgh, German papers 
have been received to the 18th ult. 

The accounts Cconined in thefe papers differ very ma- 
terially, eccording to the {pint of poluics by which they 
are sefpeGtively governed, They abound with details ot’ 
the movements of the Auftrian and French armies. A Vi- 
enna account of Se r roth ftates the arrival of 36 
different couriers from the Archduke Charles, with details : 
of bis fuccefies aver the French under Jourdm; end ftate 
the lofs ofthe French on the gd of September, in an aétion 
near Wuitzburg, at frown ¢ to 6000 wen, and seco pri- 
foaers. They edd, alfo, that Wurzburg had furrendered 
on the foliowing day to the Aufhians, who ave faid io 
aoe a ee Oa: and that 
2000 ans had peffed 1 Vienna in waggons, 
on hAaipaetidelents Gcnerat Latour.

The enemy, witha numerous cavalry, appeared to be fu- 
perior on my left wing, and threacened wo cut it off. | 
thoaght it neceflary wo'run the hazard of a charge of cavel- 
ry, which might procure us the greaie{ advantages, Some 
ot the enemy's corps were worited, and fufiered: but 
frefk troop advancing, our cavalry % “re furpmzed, and 
TEPINC sv eereee 1 have, threfore, been obliged to reuse. The 
retreat has been EFFCTED HAPPILY cnough,.” 


lt we allow the Auftsian official accounts to be exad, 
the French army during theis whole ictreat from Augult 
25 to September 8,bas aot loft more than from 8 to 10 900 
men in killed, wounded and prifoners, belides one and 
of colours, and feven pieces of artillery, The 62 picces 
of htavy aftitlery which fell into the hands of the Aufti- 
ans at Schweiufurt, were carried off by the French from 
Nuremberg aad Foredcim, in order to make ufe of them 
in their retreat as occafion fhould require, They left them 
in the defiles between Zeil and Schweinfurt, which rceader- 
ed the road from Bamberg to the later town impradiica- 
bie, and confequently the purfuit of the Auttrians mmpo!- 
fibie. Joufdan has advanced with feven divitions of his 
army wichin ten miles of Bohemia, and leit five divilions 
on the banks of the Mein and the Rhine. Othe 7th 
Sept. the five divifions led on by Marcean, Poncet, Ha- 
try, Harville and Tillie, had eifeGled their jusGion with 
the reweating army, and occupied a fortified cainp in the 
vicinity of Wetzlar aad Wiibaden. 

The army of the North bad at the fame time advanced 
to the banks of the Sicg and wall form the cui ps de scferve 
of the united forces of Jourdan. 

lt may therefore reatonabiy be expeAed, that a general 
battle will take place between the rivers Mein and Lahn. 
If the Fiench are unfucecisfull, notwithftanding their ad- 
vantagcous pofition audammeafe force, they will be obii- 
ged to tal) Lack pertly to the Sitg and partly to Neuwied 
acrofs thé Rhine ; if on the coutrary the Aulinians are de.

colleéted by.requiftion, an hofpwel. The enemy having 
retreated towards Swinefurth onthe grit, in fark a hurry 
that it-was not poffible to overtake them, his royal high- 
nefy cauled the fame to be purfued by detached corps on 
the bank ef the Mayn, and with the main ariny he conti. 
nued his march towards Wurtzberg, in order to gain this 
poft before the enemy, and by a flanked march to impede 
their retreat or to attack them immediately in cafe they 
thould make a ftand.
